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REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Account 
of the Receipt and Expenditure of the Irish Land Commission under 
the Provisions of the “ Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881 ” (44 & 45 Viet. c. 49), 
for the Period from the 22nd August 1881 to 31st March 1882 ; prepared 
and submitted to the House of Commons in pursuance of the 56th Section 
of that Act. 



The Act (44 & 45 Viet. c. 49; to further amend the Law relation; to the Occupation 
and Ownership of Land in Ireland came into operation on the 22nd August 1881. 

The Land Commission are required by the 56th section of that Act to “ prepare, in 
“ such form and at such times as the Treasury may from time to time direct, Accounts 
“of their Receipts and Expenditure,” and “transmit the same to the Comptroller and 
“ Auditor General to be audited, certified, aud reported upon in conformity with the 
“ Regulations from time to time made by the Treasury for that purpose,” and “ the 
“Accounts, with the Reports of the Comptroller and Auditor General thereon,” are 
required by the same section to “ be laid before the House of Commons.” 

The Treasury, in compliance with the directions of the Act, laid the “ Regulations for 
“ the guidance of the Comptroller and Auditor General in the Audit of the Accounts ” 
before the House of Commons on the 12th of June last. 

The Account has been examined under my directions in conformity with the provisions 
of the Act, and with the Treasury Regulations referred to. 

The transactions included therein are not numerous. 

Under the 26tli and 29tli sections of the Act there has been expended the sum of 
2,428 /. 17 s. 6 d. in the purchase of an estate, and for the redemption of charges thereon. 

There have been advanced under the 26tli section to tenants sums amounting to 
1,579 /. for the purchase of their holdings from the Land Commission. 

The sum of 9,204 /. has been advanced to seven tenants, to enable them to purchase 
their holdings from their landlords under the 24th and 35th sections. 

Iu conformity with the provisions of. section 59 advances have been made to nine 
landlords, in respect of arrears of rent due to them by eleven tenants, antecedent to the 
year expiring on the gale day next before the passing of this Act, amounting in the 
aggregate to 273/. 1 s. 1 cl. 

The casli balance on the 31st March 1882 was, as stated by the Accountant, 
4,632/. 10 j. 3d.
